FREE WRISTBANDS 

Our new marketing director Amos Absentee,

AGE RESTRICTIONS ENFORCED 

The Hamptons Police conducted several 
surprise raids across the South Fork and Shelter 
Island over the weekend in an investigation into 
compliance with legal age regulations in bars, __ 
nightclubs, restaurants and other commercial __ 
establishments. No evidence of minors being — 
served alcohol was discovered, but that wasn’t _ 
what the police were after. “This wasn’t about © : 
underage drinking,” explained Hamptons Police — 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “This was about 
complying with the Hamptons Median Ag 
Codes.” Hirsch was referring to regulation 
that require that the median age of customers 
at dining and drinking establishments in the 
Hamptons should remain at all times within 
the range of 51 to 65 years. These Codes” 
were put into place after people expressed 
alarm at, as it says in the text of the law, 
“waves of 20-somethings overrunning our bars ~ 
and eateries and threatening our way of life.” 
The Codes have been controversial, and have 
been somewhat spottily enforced. However, 
the Hamptons Police are renewing their efforts, 
seeing it as a quality-of-life issue. “Your average 
Hamptons residents or visitors have, as they 
say, reached a certain age,” said spokesman 
Hirsch. “How do you think it makes them feel 
to sit in a restaurant or bar surrounded by 
people their grandchildren’s age? Let’s face it: 
if a guy wanted to feel like the oldest guy in the 
room, he would go to Boston.” Hirsch went on 
to say that the raids had shown that, with a few 
exceptions, establishments are adhering to the 
Codes. “It would appear that local restaurants 
and bars generally use the mechanism of price 
to discourage youthful customers.” 


ALL ABOUT THAT BASS ry 
A Southampton man was taken into custody on — 
Friday after the booming bass sounds emanating 
from his vehicle wreaked havoc on Main Street. 
“The suspect was driving down Main Street — 
blasting music on his car stereo,” said Hamptons - 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “It seems the 
music had so much low end—his car system 
was equipped with two sub-woofers—that the — 
vibrations became inadvertently weaponized.” 
According to Hirsch, a shop selling fine china 
saw a display of vases fall over due to the 
“shock waves” sent out by the suspect’s car. 
Another business had one of its awnings come 
unmoored, and the awning fell to the ground— 
striking and injuring a pedestrian. Numerous 
patrons at an outdoor café spilled hot coffee 

on their laps while trying to drink as the car 
drove past. Other damages were reported but 
have yet to be positively linked to the loud, 
low-frequency tones produced by the car. The 
arrested man, who police report is “ashamed 
and remorseful” for the destruction caused by 
his actions, will pay for all damage.

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ast week, Donald Trump told crowds in 
Florida that he had seen a video of an 
American aircraft that was carrying all this cash 


to Iran. 


“It was interesting because the tape was 
made. Right? You saw that? With the airplane 
coming in—nice plane—and the airplane 
coming in, and the money coming off, I guess. 
Right? That [video] was-given to us, had to be, 
by the Iranians,” he said. “Why? To embarrass 
our president because we have a president 
who’s incompetent.” 

The amount on board was $400 million, 
according to Trump. It was being paid to 
the Iranians in exchange for three American 
prisoners who were being released. This money, 
today, he continued, was already in the hands 
of terrorists to be used against us. 

At first Democrats were baffled by this claim. 

“I have no idea what he’s talking about,”

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casinos in New Jersey in the 1980s. Trump, 
criticizing the Vice Presidential candidate, had 
said that Governor Kaine “did a terrible job” in 
New Jersey. 

Soon it was found that a video did exist—of 
an American plane landing in Geneva. The three 
former hostages had gotten off.

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$400 Million, Hostages, Grumman and My Golf Partner 
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And at that moment, | realized _ that 
there was a connection with the Hamptons and 
that money. It involved my former golf partner, 
John Darden. 

In the 1990s, John worked for me in 
Bridgehampton as the credit manager of 
Dan’s Papers. He did a good job. And we 
became friends and golf partners, going out 
on weekends from time to time to play on 
some of the few public courses in the area— 
Indian Island, Poxabogue, Montauk. Neither of 
us belonged to a private club. We really weren’t 
eligible. He is an African-American. | am Jewish. 
In the 1990s, that left us both out. At one point, | 
asked him where he learned to play, and he told 
me that before he worked for me, he worked at 
Grumman Aviation in Calverton, and he and the 
other executives there played golf together all 
the time. He’d also played overseas. 

“I was posted to Iran when the Shah was 
in power,” he told me. “Remember when the 
American military sold eight F-14 fighter jets to 
the Shah? | got sent to Iran with the Grumman 
crew to teach the Iranians how to fly them. We 
had lots of golf courses there. All in the desert.” 

In other words, Darden was part of the military 
package we sold to Iran. When the Ayatollah 
overthrew the Shah, the Grumman employees, 
gathering up all the instruction books, tools and 
replacement parts, raced for the airport and 
home. The F-14s were left behind but, without 
the accessory material, were unusable. They’d 
paid us. We’d just kept the money. 

I've always been a proud Long Islander. The 
F-14 was built by Grumman on Long Island 


and was, for 20 years, the best fighter plane in 
the world. It was the plane in Top Gun. In the 
1970s and ’80s, we’d often proudly see them 
thundering by overhead when they came off the 
assembly line in Calverton and were undergoing 
pre-delivery testing. Many thought it was a 
crime for President Carter to sell them to the 
Shah. We wouldn’t even sell them to Israel. In 
any case, they’d scream by and we’d stand in 
awe for a few moments as the ground shook. 

One day, lamenting the fact that there 
were so many beautiful private golf courses out 
here we couldn’t play at, John and I put an ad 
in the paper to see if we could get a member at 
one of these clubs to invite us to play a round 
as their guest.

IN THE HAMPTONS, the ad headlined. “We. 


are both WASPs listed in the Social Register. 
Handicap approximately 15 each.” 

A photo accompanied the ad, he and I with 
our clubs over our shoulders, smiling out at the 
club members. Clearly we were not WASPs. 

We ran the ad all summer. 

As a result of this, during that summer of 
1997 we got to play some really wonderful 
clubs. The Bridgehampton Club (to which I 
had applied and been rejected) was a beautiful 
affair with one hole—a par three—that from 
tee box to green was a fabulous English garden 
with flowers in bloom over which you had to 
hit. Do it and you stroll down the garden path 
through the buzzing bees and butterflies on 
the fairway. Our host was Winnie Hatch, the 
women’s champ. 


We played the Gardiner’s Bay Club on Shelter 
Island, a hilly, wooded affair with wonderful 
water views from almost everywhere but 
inside the sand traps. We played as guests of 
Georgiana Ketcham and her husband. 

And we played the Maidstone Golf Club 
as guests of a member who was looking to 
have me write something nice about a charity 
he was supporting and for John to actually 
consider becoming one of the first African- 
American members. (John politely declined.) 
The 9th hole, running along the back of a dune 
along the ocean, is one of the greatest single 
golf holes in America. 

A few members of other clubs told us 
they had seen the ad and thought it hilarious 
and would send us an invitation—but then 
never did. 

John told me that few Iranians were willing to 
learn how to fiy an F-14. 

“There’s a rule in the Iranian military: if you 
break something, you have to pay for it. And if 
you can’t there is punishment. So—I didn’t see 
this but I heard about it—one of the Iranians 
sitting in the cockpit of an F-14 on a runway; 
pushed the ejection button by mistake. The 
cowl flew off, the seat flew up, a parachute 
opened, and he floated back down to the 


ground. They shot him. That’s what we were

How The Prince of Egypt World Premiere Event Became a Sing-along

lam all in favor of celebrating our differences, 
politically correct thinking, parking spaces for 
the handicapped and freedom of speech, but 
sometimes I think that when you mix all that up 
with Twitter and the other social media, totally 
avoidable disasters might occur. 

This is what happened with a planned 
open-air world-premiere concert reading of 
the in-development script from the upcoming 
Broadway show The Prince of Egypt. It was 
supposed to take place last Saturday in the 
open-air grandstand at Mashashimuet Park in 
Sag Harbor. One time only. Free. 

It never happened. People went. Instead, they 
were treated to an audience participation sing- 
along of My Fair Lady. No offense, but it just 
wasn’t the same. 

The Prince of Egypt reading had been put 
together by Steven Spielberg’s DreamWorks 
Theatricals. in cooperation with Bay Street 
Theater. Fifteen actors had been cast to 


come to Sag Harbor to perform it. Everyone 
was looking forward to it. This upcoming 


Broadway show version is based on the wildly - 


successful animated film The Prince of Egypt by 
DreamWorks produced in 1998 with a dazzling 
cast of voices that included Val Kilmer, Ralph 
Fiennes, Sandra Bullock, Michelle Pfeiffer, Jeff 
Goldblum, Steve Martin and Martin Short, with 
music by composer Hans Zimmer and songs 
by, among others, Mariah Carey. It is the story 
of Moses growing up in and eventually leaving 
Egypt. He is the prince in The Prince of Egypt. 
The film grossed over $200 million worldwide 
and received many awards. 

The reading had to be cancelled because 
scathing attacks and even threats were rained 
down on Twitter, Facebook and other social 
media, directed not only at Bay Street and 
the creative team, but at the specific actors. 
The cause? Some of the more rational attacks 
lamented the fact that this was an all-white 
cast. It was a “whitewash.” Others said there 
was only one non-white participant, so this was 


“tokenism.” (Both were inaccurate). Here was 
an opportunity, one tweet noted, to celebrate 
our most colorful world, and it was missed. 
“Piece is set in ancient EGYPT, i.e., AFRICA 
where people darker than | resided. That is my 
point,” one apparently Caucasian commentator 
wrote. These were the rational posts. But then 
there were the irrational, libelous and terrifying 
comments that will not be repeated here that 
were, well, crazy enough to make the creative 
team cancel the show. 

Scott Schwartz, Bay Street’s Artistic Director, 
was particularly disturbed at this. For one 
thing, it was not an all-white cast. It was not 
even a cast with one token non-white. Five of 
the 15 actors in the cast were people of color. 

“The talented actors who were to be involved 
in this concert were being paid very little 
and were only committed to helping develop 
this show for one night, for free,” he wrote in 
an open letter to the public. “There were... 
personal attacks and comments online and 
in social media against (Cont'd on next page) 
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our actors and creative team....The team 
feels strongly that social media harassment 
and bullying of artists is not acceptable, nor 
is it a positive or constructive way to 
continue this important discussion 
about diversity and racial authenticity 
in casting.” 

And so there was the sing-a-long. A revival 
of My Fair Lady is currently playing six days 
a week at Bay Street, and last week it was 
announced that, due to popular demand, it was 
extending its run to September 4. 

It’s a good thing that back in 1956, when 
My Fair Lady starring Rex Harrison and Julie 
Andrews (a Sag Harbor resident) premiered, 
they hadn’t thought to call it “My Very Fair 
Lady” or “My Caucasian Lady.” That might 


have also been the kiss of death, even to a 
sing-along. 


Instead, they were treated to an 
audience participation sing-along of 
My Fair Lady. No offense, but it just 
wasn’t the same. 


Uber vs. Didi 
American industry was shocked this past 
week when Uber announced they were halting 
their ride-hailing business in China to sell it to 
their Chinese competitor Didi Chuxing. They 
had lost $2 billion in China, Bloomberg reported.

And they never seem to back down from a fight. 
But here, they did. 

There is a precedent for this, though. Last 
spring, Uber shut down their East Hampton 
operation and walked away, or, as they put it at 
the time, “we got thrown out.” 

People were shocked at that too. Uber usually 
wins in court. Today you can’t get an Uber in 
East Hampton or Montauk. 

The battle revolved around the fact that there 
is a local taxi business in East Hampton and the 
rules for having a taxi license—and Uber was 
put into that category—were that you own or 
work for a taxi business, have an East Hampton 
office, and go through a vetting process 
where your company has. to _ be 
approved and all the drivers vetted. Total 
cost for an arrangement like that was about a 
thousand dollars a year. 


Uber sent emails around the country 
urging customers and employees 
and drivers to flood East Hampton 
Town Offices with emails of protest. 


Uber’s. original reaction to this, after 
their drivers got. a bushel load of tickets, 
was to tell the town they were not a taxi 
company, they were a “facilitator” company, 
the drivers worked independently and 
Uber said the bushel load of tickets were 
the drivers’ responsibility—then walked out 
‘in’ East 
Hampton. They then said they were essentially 
“thrown out” of the town to whoever 
asked, and also sent emails around the 
country urging customers and employees 
and drivers to flood East Hampton Town 
offices with emails of protest. Fans of Uber 
flooded East Hampton Town's telephone 
message mailboxes, but it was all to no avail. 
And so they were not part of the competition 
last summer or this. 

Of course, the withdrawal from China is 
of an entirely different scale from the 
withdrawal from East Hampton. In East 
Hampton, it involved a relatively small number of 
drivers—most got summonses in 2014 (one 
Uber driver was issued a summons _ for 
appearing to police to be driving while 
intoxicated, another was _ reportedly 
asleep in his car), and in the end up to 
$400 in fines for each. In China, I 
think they’re’ pulling out about a 
million drivers. 

Since Uber fled a year and a half ago, they’ve 
pulled back in several other communities. But 
East Hampton was first. We ought to put that 
fact on the signs that people see they are 
entering East Hampton Town.

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Moving a Road 


If Tuckahoe Road Is Moved, Put It Someplace That Needs It

he Shinnecock Hills Golf Club wants to 
pull up Tuckahoe Road where it winds 
through their course between County Road 
39 and Sebonac Road. Golfers, teeing off or 
putting, have to concentrate while trucks and 
_ cars rumble by. Here, Tuckahoe Road from 
Route 27A to Sebonac goes right alongside the 
fairway. If the Town would close that part of 
the road where it bisects the course, it would 
make things a whole lot better for the golfers. 
It’s true that golf is a good walk ruined. But it’s 
also supposed to be a time for contemplation 
and the re-charging of batteries. Who wants to 
be lining up a putt only to check the lie and see 
a Roto-Rooter truck rattling by? Or continue 
to carry their clubs from green to the tee box 
_ ¢rossing a public road fraught with hazards. 
It’s been said that such things can give a good 
golfer the yips, and maybe add two or three 
strokes to his game. 
They’ve got a point there, I suppose, but the 
fact that this is a very important and exclusive 
country club probably makes this proposal 


not sit well with the general population around 
here. Nevertheless Mayor Bloomberg, who is a 
member of the club, met with Town Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman and others to brainstorm 
how this simple excision of an offending road 
might be done and result in some positive 
tradeoffs from a motorists’ perspective that 
could save lives, and I am not talking just about 
people getting beaned with golf balls. 

Shinnecock Hills has offered to pay the whole 
fare to do this, which is estimated to be about 
$5 million. That is a plus. And they would 
build a spur road along the southern border 
of the club’s property linking Tuckahoe Road 
with St. Andrews Road where it circles around 
and makes a very awkward and dangerous 
connection with County Road 39 farther east. 

It would only be a slightly curvier Tuckahoe 
Road in the end. And it would make a much 
safer passageway onto and off County Road 
39 from St. Andrews Road. Frankly, that might 
make it worth doing. 

As for the club itself, one of the most 
prestigious and historic golf clubs in America, 
it stands as the course where Commodore 


Cornelius Vanderbilt, having come back from 
Scotland in 1902 with this new game, put a tee 
in the ground, a ball on the tee and hit a hook of 
a drive (the legend goes) down in the direction 
of the Shinnecock Indian Reservation. He told 
people the game was golf, and said they played 
it in Scotland, and he was bringing it here. 
It’s also the place where the U.S. Open will be 
played in 2017, the fourth time it will be played 
on this challenging course in a generation. And 
shutting that part of Tuckahoe Road would 
convert the shut down part to a long and 
special private driveway up to their clubhouse, 
instead of the rather ho-hum quick turn to the 
clubhouse off the very public Tuckahoe Road 
today. Nevertheless, the public appearing at a 
recent hearing regarding this proposed change 
was largely against it. This was something a 
club they were not allowed to join wanted to 
do. Forget it, some of them said. 

I’ve drawn the before and after for this 
project which gives you a better view of how 
this change would make things better or 
worse. It really is too complicated to try 
to explain. in  an_ (Contd onnext page) 
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article such as this without such a drawing. 
This application does bring to mind an 
earlier attempt to change a road brought to 
my attention by members of the oceanfront 
and very exclusive Southampton Bathing 
Association about 15 years ago. Gin Lane passes 
by the entrance to that club. 
I don’t know how this happened, but many 
years earlier, when people tried to figure out 
how to direct the traffic going by the club 
on Gin Lane, they created it very wrong. The 
vehicular traffic on the Lane passes just a 
few feet from the club for its entire length.

OO, “tO within 10 feet of Lake Agawam. If you are 
Golf is difficult enough without having to dodge traffic. a member, you park by the lake and have to 
walk through the traffic to get to the club. 
It’s dangerous. The members were thinking 
of asking the Village of Southampton to just 
change the traffic pattern. Have the clubhouse, 
the club’s parking lot and drop-off by the ocean 
and the road and its traffic skirt the pretty lake. 
It made perfect sense. A win-win for everybody. 
You might even have bathing and boating and 
fishing in the lake for the public by the side of 
Gin Lane. But when the public heard about this, 
they were wildly against it, for no particular 
reason that I could see, except it was something 
the Bathing Association, a club they weren’t 
allowed into, wanted. So the parking and road 
situation is still all wrong today. 


For example, bring a chopper in, 
pick up the road and move it 
someplace where it is more 
badly needed.

Dropping 
down Tuckahoe Road from the chopper there 
would put the minds of a whole lot of Cromer’s 
customers at ease.

| aersieg is an intrinsic part of life on 
the East End. The local produce, and 
the farm-to-table movement that many local 
restaurants have embraced, speak to the 
importance of farming. Toward that end, Dan’s 
Harvest East End, the can’t-miss food and 
wine classic hosted by Geoffrey Zakarian this 
Saturday, August 20, will benefit the Long Island 
Farm Bureau (LIFB) and HRH Care Community 
Health. Both organizations are working 
to establish widespread awareness of, and 
support for, the hard-working individuals who 
keep Long Island’s farms running. : 

The LIFB is a _ non-governmental, 
volunteer-based organization that works to 
resolve economic and public policy issues 
affecting local farmers. Says Robert Carpenter,

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Southampton Considers Aircraft Noise Complaint System

living on the East End requires adapting 
to the changes summer brings: crowded 
beaches and village centers, traffic jams and the 
inability to make a left-hand turn. But one thing 
that many find difficult to reconcile themselves 
to is the noise from increased air traffic. What’s 
an average citizen to do?

of time. It relies on you to identify the type of 
plane or helicopter.” 

“You have to enter something like 15 fields 
of information,” says Jim Matthews, also on the 
Quiet Skies Coalition Board of Directors, and a 
Co-Chair of the East Hampton Environmental 
Coalition. “The problem is that it’s bad enough 
to have your life disrupted by aircraft noise. It’s 
worse to have to take time away from what you 
were doing to file a report.” 

The Quiet Skies Coalition researched 
alternatives to East Hampton’s system. They 
found airnoisereport.com, a_ user-friendly 
website that allows you to track an aircraft 
in real time, easily identify it and submit a 
noise complaint. 
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An airnoisereport.com map of air traffic on the East End 


Created by Dan Aronoff, airnoisereport.com 
“began as a resource for Queens residents 
with nowhere else to turn for documenting 
the human impact of luxury [helicopter and 
plane] travel,” Aronoff says. The website 
displays a Google map of Long Island with 
black icons denoting planes or helicopters that 
move in real time as the physical aircraft 
fly to their destinations. “If you touch the 
aircraft that’s making noise where you are, a 
window pops up with identifying information 
about the aircraft along with a link to ‘Submit 
a Complaint.” 

On June 30, representatives of the Quiet 
Skies Coalition and the Southampton Town 
Airport Noise Advisory Committee convened in 
a Work Session held by Southampton Town in 
order to present airnoisereport.com as a viable 
system for collecting data on noise complaints 
caused by aircraft. Kathy Cunningham, Chair 
of the Quiet Skies Coalition, discussed how the 
information gained from using airnoisereport. 
com can be integrated with towns’ efforts to 
protect their citizens’ quality of life. Adopting 
airnoisereport.com as the new system for 
tracking noise complaints will allow more 
people to respond more accurately. 

“Neither system is perfect,” says Trunzo. 
“But with airnoisereport.com it’s so much 
easier to submit a complaint. Because of 
the difficulties with the system used by East 
Hampton, there’s probably been an undercount 
of noise-related complaints.” 

Matthews, who lives by Northwest Creek, 
points out that aircraft noise affects wildlife 
as much as people. “Northwest Creek is the 
main outgoing route for helicopters that take 
the northern route back to the city. Typical of 
the routes that have been selected in seeming 
sympathy for people on the ground, the air 
traffic is directed over nature preserves, 
and Northwest Creek is the second largest 
nature preserve in East Hampton. It’s a 
gorgeous, isolated place protected from 
most development, except the noisy aircraft 
that get sent over one of our most precious 
natural spaces.” 

Before he retired, Matthews was an Emeritus 
Professor of Psychology and Neural Science at 
New York University. “I’ve spent my life doing 
research with animals, so I have a certain 
knowledge about how noise can adversely 
affect wildlife.” 

The Quiet Skies Coalition is hopeful that 
Southampton Town will make airnoisereport. 
com part of their system for addressing air 
noise complaints, and that this might spur 
other neighboring towns to do the same. &&

What’s one of the most memorable moments 
in your career? 

The most recent one was when | had a show 
in Los Angeles. My oldest daughter is in a band 
called City City, and I think they’re quite good, 
so I asked them if they wanted to open the 
show. They just killed it! They were great. David 
Foster was in the crowd that night, and he had 
never seen me perform live. He came for the 
whole show, and we brought him up on stage, 
and he played. That night was one of the most 
memorable nights of my whole career. 


What influenced your decision not to perform 
at the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame ceremony 
when Chicago was being inducted? 

I think integrity is what makes anything 
work, and integrity doesn’t mean music that 
everyone loves. It means doing what you 
believe in. With the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame, 
that whole scenario was nothing but a TV 
show. I tried to make it work, and it didn’t work, 
so I said, “It’s better this way.” I didn’t want to 
be a part of that.

The best advice I can 
give is: be on time and be in tune, and then you 
go from there.

4 I’m Erica Kane!” 

Fans of ABC’s now-defunct soap opera All 
My Children know that line well. East Ender 
Susan Lucci played the larger-than-life Erica 
for the entirety of the show’s 41-year run (she 
wasn’t involved in the short-lived, less-than- 
stellar web continuation). The character—a 
small-town girl who grows up to become a 
movie star, model, makeup mogul, mother, 
grandmother and more—is the quintessential 
soap diva, with a sharp tongue and calculating 

personality that’s never satisfied. 
Lucci couldn’t be more different from Erica 
Kane. With self-awareness and graciousness, 
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Lucciis happy to speak candidly about her career 
and roles, including Celebrity Autobiography at 
Guild Hall on Friday, August 26. : 

It should perhaps come as no surprise that 
Lucci is going to be reading about one of 
Hollywood’s most famous and mythical love 
triangles. “I am reading Elizabeth Taylor, while 
Dayle [Dayle Reyfel, producer/performer] is 
going to be reading from a Debbie Reynolds’ 
memoir,” Lucci explains. 

In Celebrity Autobiography, celebrities present 
dramatic readings of other celebrities’ actual 
memoirs and autobiographies. Lucci and 
Reyfel will be reading passages detailing. the 
iconic Hollywood star’s love affair with Richard 
Burton. Eugene Pack, who created the show, 
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Susan Lucci 


will read passages from Burton’s memoir. 

‘Pm also going to be reading from Ivana 
Trump’s biography,” Lucci teases. While the 
autobiographies and memoirs are used for © 
humor, it’s never mean-spirited. “You're seeing 
humor that the author didn’t see at the time,” 
Lucci says. “Mario Cantone once read from 
mine! It’s gentle poking fun.” 

Lucci has kept busy since All My Children 
wrapped in 2011. She stars as Genevieve 
Delatour on Lifetime’s Devious Maids, a comedic 
primetime soap about a group of Latina maids 
and the wealthy people who employ them. The 
show often takes aim at the rich characters, but 
Genevieve is a bit different: Her maid Zoila (Judy 
Reyes) is also her lifelong best friend. Zoila 
frequently has to save Genevieve from romance 
or money-related hijinks, but in last year’s 
Season 3 finale Genevieve rescued Zoila—who 
was going into premature labor—from a stalled 
elevator. Genevieve single-handedly climbed 
up into the elevator shaft and saved the day, 
but things took a tragic turn when the doctors 
asked her to choose: Save Zoila, who wouldn't 
survive giving birth, or save the baby. 

“That decision has driven the story all season,” 
says Lucci, noting that she’s impressed with the 
show’s ability to be funny one scene and sad 
the next. “We all feel like there’s a humanity to 
the show. Genevieve may sound like a similar 
character to Erica Kane, but Lucci disagrees. 
“Genevieve may be a ‘cousin’ to Erica, but 
Genevieve is not street-smart, she’s not as day- 
to-day manipulative. There are petty rivalries 
she has, but there’s a sweetness that we didn’t 
really see in Erica. The challenge for me was to 
make sure they were different. I wanted to play 
her authentically, without any ‘Erica’ there.” 

It seems to have worked. Lucci says, “Devious 
Maids is loved around the world. I get [a lot of 
mail], though I have to say they still tell me how 
much they miss Erica Kane. And then there’s 
a group of girls, around 13 years old, that talk 
to me about Devious Maids. They all watch on 
Monday nights. Much like All My Children and 
Erica Kane, it’s multigenerational. It’s a joy to 
be involved.” &&

t all begins with one bottle of wine. Perhaps that first sip of a 

new find or a familiar favorite begets the purchase of a case 

or two. Suddenly there’s a collection that needs to be properly 
kept. For wine collectors and oenophiles, especially here on the East End, 
a wine cellar is the ideal addition to any home. 


The first and most important factor for any wine cellar, or wine storage 
unit for that matter, is creating the ideal conditions. 

“If you dig down three to four feet in the ground you get the 
perfect conditions for storing wine,” says Peter Cimino of North Fork 
Wine Cellars, who explains that while the design is “anything the 
customer wants," the ideal temperature is “55 to 57 degrees” and 
“between 68% and 70% humidity. Further, he says, “If you think long-term 
storage you need proper refrigeration and humidity so you can store It for 
30 years or more.” 


Grawing 

Modern materials and technology provide today’s oenophiles 
every opportunity to stretch their imagination. “There’s been an uptick 
in clients wanting larger cellars, something that can hold 2,000 or 
more bottles,” Cimino says. A basic wine cellar can hold 
800-1,200 bottles and has a price tag of about $40,000. But 
Cimino’s also built wine cellars that can hold upwards of 8,500 bottles 
of wine for about $250,000. Given the size of the mega-mansions 
and estates in the Hamptons, it’s not hard to imagine a wine cellar 
with over 8,000 bottles. 

Two main factors that determine the cost are the materials and the 
cooling system. “When it comes to materials you want hardwoods,” 
Cimino explains. “You don’t want cedar because for long-term 
storage you can impart the scent of the wood in the cork, which 
can ruin the wine. All-heart redwood is the exception. It’s a_ soft 
wood but it’s good. Other good materials are maple, walnut 
and rosewood.” 

For the cooling system, there’s a through-the-wall type that’s less 
expensive. Other options include ducted and split-ducted systems. 
Regardless of the cooling system, which is typically tucked behind the 
walls and ceilings, a steady temperature of 55° is ideal. 


Trends run the gamut. “Some clients are looking for a more French- 
inspired wine cellar. A lot of stone, wood beams, more like what people 
think of as a traditional cellar. But a more contemporary look is popular 
now with wine cellar design,” says Cimino, who also adds cigar humidors 
in many projects to take advantage of the perfect humidity conditions. 
“Metal racking and a display so you can see the labels instead of the ends 
of the bottles are also popular.” 

Cimino says, “The customer breaks down into three basic groups: 
One, they're just looking for storage. Nice racking, nice look and proper 
environment. Then you have people who want to do something like a 
tasting table where they can bring some friends down to the wine cellar. 
But people don’t realize the temperature down there is 55 degrees.” 

For those clients, installing plate glass windows through which the wine 
collection can be viewed, and then building a tasting room or antechamber 
outside the wine cellar, is the way to go. “We build adjoining rooms with 
tables and racking for storage and for special finished bottles. We put in 
windows so you can see the actual cellars.” 

And then there’s the third kind of customer, the “diehards.” Cimino says, 
“They say, ‘This is what a wine cellar is for,’ and don’t care how cold it is.” 


“Over the last few years a tremendous amount of wine programs have 
come out that clients can use to track and control their wine cellars. It 
can be as simple as inputting the year and name of the wine and the 
number of bottles you have, all the way to using a bar code system 
that can tell you when certain wines are at their peak and should be 
opened,” Cimino says. 

If you’re short on space and prefer a low-tech option, our expert 
suggests the EuroCave that holds about 200 bottles, as well as units 
from Sub-Zero, Viking and U-Line all made to match stainless kitchen 
appliances that hold anywhere from 24-100 bottles. 

To mark a milestone, or to round out a delicious meal, a glass of wine 
has been the choice across the globe for a few millennia “A wine cellar 
can be basic storage or it could be elaborate,” Cimino says. “My best 
advice is not to build a wine cellar for the collection you have right now. 
As soon as you have a wine cellar you'll buy more.”

REAL ESTATE LAW || Behind the Hedges 


or parties on both sides of the deal, the undertaking of buying 

and selling property can be...involved, to say the least. A 

licensed real estate lawyer can help you negotiate the morass 
of legal requirements and provide insight into the process. Though each 
property-buying experience is different, there are several questions that 
real estate lawyers are asked time and again. Here are answers to five of 
the most common queries. 


When Is the Closing? 

In the State of New York, closing dates are generally subject to 
reasonable adjournments. In fact, whenever a contract of sale utilizes the 
terms “on or about,” “on,” or “on or before” to describe the closing date, 
such closing date is subject to a reasonable adjournment. The amount of 
time for an adjournment is often said to be 30 days, but that is just folklore. 
The law in New York State does not offer a specific number of days that 
is ever considered to always be reasonable, but instead makes a case- 
by-case determination on a factor-based test. The factors to determine 
the reasonableness of an adjournment are as follows: (1) the nature and 
object of the contract; (2) the previous conduct of the parties; (3) the 
presence or absence of good faith; (4) the experience of the parties; 
(5) the possibility of prejudice or hardship to either one; and (6) the 
specific number of days provided for performance. 

As the reader can tell, determining whether an adjournment time period 
is reasonable would require a trial, which is almost always a poor allocation 
of resources for transacting parties. So, buyers and sellers should be 
given realistic expectations to roll with the punches in a transaction and 
make contingency plans if a deal does not close when they expected it to. 


As an aside, if a transacting party wants a date certain, called a “law day,” 
such party should negotiate a “time of the essence closing” in the contract 
of sale or thereafter set such “time of the essence closing” by way of a 
clear, distinct and unequivocal notice that fixes a reasonable adjournment, 
which can be done unilaterally by one party to a transaction even without 
the other party’s consent. 


What Are Closing Costs for a Single-Family House? 

Closing costs are different for buyers and sellers. 

For buyers, closing costs in Suffolk County include, but are not limited 
to, the following: 

- Mansion tax of 1% of the purchase price for purchases $1MM or more. 

- Mortgage recording tax [if getting a mortgage] of 0.8% of the mortgage 
loan amount. 

If getting a mortgage: 

- Bank attorney's fee of approximately $650 to $950. 

- Mortgage title insurance of approximately 0.13% of mortgage amount. 

- Origination fees of approximately $750 to $2,000. 

- Application fees of approximately $350. 

- Processing fees of approximately $350. 

- Appraisal fees of approximately $1,500. 

- Credit report fees of approximately $50. 

- Escrow of future real estate taxes and homeowner’s insurance 
[if borrower does not opt out of escrow]. 

- Points (1% of loan amount) as agreed for loan. 

- Recording fees of approximately $500.

(Continued from page 22) purchase price for purchases 
under $1MM, approximately 0.41% of purchase price for purchases 
between $1MM and $2M\M, and varying down to approximately 0.30% on 
a purchase price of $40MM. 

- Title searches and municipals of approximately $1,000. 

- Peconic Bay Tax in the Towns of Southampton, East Hampton, 
Riverhead, Southold and Shelter Island, which only applies after the 
first $250,000 (Riverhead and Southold are only exempt up to the 
first $150,000) at 2% of the purchase price after the exemption. 

- Adjustments (prorated recoupment of monies by seller of items such 
as taxes, oil, fuel, propane, homeowner's association/condominium/ 
cooperative maintenance, and other home service contracts). 

- Buyer’s real estate brokerage fees. 

- Buyer’s attorney fees. 

- Title closer tip of approximately $150. 

- Updated/new survey of approximately $1,500. 

- Home inspections fees starting at around $400 and going as high as 
the number of searches ordered. 

- If purchasing a cooperative, there is also a UCC-1 filing fee of 
approximately $100. 

- Deed recording fee of approximately $450. 

For sellers, closing costs in Suffolk County include, but are not limited 
to, the following: 

- Transfer tax of 2 dollars for each $500, or fractional part thereof, of 
purchase price. 

- Pick-up fees for each lien existing on the real property on the date of 
sale of approximately $100 to $300. 

- Seller's attorney's fees. 

- Recording fees for satisfaction of mortgage or outstanding liens for 
approximately $200 per recording. 

- Seller's real estate brokerage fees of approximately 6% of the 
sales price. 

- Tax adjustments for unpaid and previously due real estate taxes. 

- New Certificate of Occupancy filing fee of approximately $100 when 
required by local law. 


Can a Seller Keep the Down Payment if the Buyer 
Backs Out of the Deal? 

Many contracts provide for contingencies that must be satisfied 
before a buyer is required to close on a real estate transaction (e.g., 
mortgage contingency clause, sales contingency clause, municipal code 
violation contingency clause, insurable/marketable title contingency, etc.). 
Assuming all contingencies are satisfied, a seller still does not have an 
automatic right to keep the buyer’s down payment if the buyer does not 


close the transaction. Instead, and at best, the seller has a legal claim for 
such down payment, which will require either a settlement agreement with 
the buyer or a lawsuit before the seller recoups any money whatsoever 
as a result of the buyer backing out of the deal. Also, a down payment is 
not always the amount of money in dispute when a buyer breaches the 
real estate contract of sale. Instead, the contract of sale must specify that 
such down payment shall constitute liquidated damages in the event of 
a breach for such down payment to represent the amount of money in 
dispute. Should a contract of sale not specify that a sum certain shall 
constitute liquidated damages in the event of a breach, New York’s 
highest court ruled in 2013 that the measure of damages in dispute, in the 
event that a buyer breaches a real estate contract of sale, is the difference 
between the purchase price set forth in the contract of sale and the value 
of the property on the date of the breach. 


Does It Matter That | Don’t Have a CO? 

Yes, if someone is occupying the property without a Certificate of 
Occupancy (CO), the owner is exposed to a municipal ticket from their 
local town or village (fines are generally in the $1,000 range per offense, 
but vary by town or village). More so, most lenders will require that a 
house be appropriately CO’d as a condition precedent to extending a 
commitment on their loan. Still further, villages like Southampton and 
Westhampton Beach require an updated CO whenever a title is transferred 
at a closing. Even further, on April 29, 2016, the Department of State of 
New York opined that real estate brokers who fail to affirmatively disclose 
all defects in real estate, when they have actual knowledge of such 
defects, engage in dishonest or misleading adverting in violation of Real 
Estate License Law (RPL §441-c). So, real estate brokerage license law 
prohibits a broker from advertising any property that is not properly CO’d 
and actually requires such advertisements to set forth that the property is 
not legally CO’d in the advertisement. As a consequence, property that 
does not have the appropriate COs will experience a reduction in the fair 
market value of such property and exposes the seller to municipal tickets 
and their broker to license law violations.

no idea from day to day what I might 
add next. Other than the lobster, 
there was really no sketching— 
| it was just diving into whatever 
' element drove me that day. The 
two forks were the last props added 
to represent the island. I enjoyed 
the spontaneity of the piece. I’ve 
never done a painting before 
where I didn’t know where each 
element was going to be, and

What is it about Long Island’s East End that 
inspires your work?

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Glow Kids Explores Effects of Screen Tech

_ Screen technology has 
‘invaded our lives, for 
_ better or worse. Staying 
_ connected to the internet is 
' virtually mandatory. Recent

screen tech. with psychiatric 
disorders like ADHD, addiction, 
anxiety, depression, increased 
aggression and even psychosis.” 

Kardaras is one of the country’s 
foremost addiction experts and 
the Executive Director of The 
Dunes East Hampton, a top 
rehabilitation center. He’s also 
a former Clinical Professor at 
Stony Brook Medicine, and has 
taught neuropsychology at the 
doctoral level. In short, Kardaras 
has the evidence, knowledge and 
experience to back up his claims. 
According to Kardaras, “recent 
brain-imaging studies conclusively show that 


- excessive screen expesure can neurologically 


damage a young person’s developing bral in 
the same way that cocaine addiction can.” 

It sounds alarmist, and many of the case 
studies Karadaras cites—Mark, “who would 
steal from his mother to buy video games 
and game consoles; he would get violent and 
aggressive when he wasn’t allowed to play;” 
Emily, a teenager who said she would hang 
herself if her mother took away her access to 
social media—are extreme. Perhaps easier for 
parents to relate to is the correlation Kardaras 
points out between too much screen time and . 
a child’s decreased ability to interact with 
the “real” world. “Our screens and screen 
culture have normalized the experience of 


‘having conversations with little or no eye 


contact. We’ve seen it in adults, and we all have 
certainly seen it in kids. Unfortunately, we are 
losing something vital and inherently human,” 
writes Kardaras. 

Once hooked, “kids...[develope] compulsive 
and addicting [screen] habits precisely because 
[those habits] quench our thirst for novelty 
while tickling our dopamine-reward pathways.” 
The fantasies and rewards of social media, the 
internet and video. games are more desirable 
than “the reality of...math homework or 
chores.” And the type of concentration required 
to interact with social media, the internet or 
video games “is not the kind that will help [kids] 
thrive in school...‘It’s not sustained attention in 
the absence of rewards; it’s sustained attention 
with frequent intermittent rewards.” 

Kardaras- understands that in order to be 
successful in most fields, one will have to 
interact with screens. His focus is on not allowing 


_ children sustained use of screen technology 


while their brains are still developing. “[Lose] 
the screens for the first few years of their 
lives. During those key developmental periods, 
let them engage in creative play....Let them 
explore their surroundings and allow them 
opportunities to experience nature....But most 
importantly, let them experience boredom; 
there is nothing healthier for a child than to 
learn how to use their own interior resources 
to work through the challenges of being bored.” 

At the end of the book Kardaras provides links 
to resources and advice to help children have 
a healthy relationship with screen technology. 
Glow Kids is a must-read for parents, prospective 
parents, educators and anyone interested in 
learning about how the screens we look at 
every day affect us.

could try it out. I went back down to Philadelphia, 
where | grew up, and | sat right at the dining 
room table where I’ve done some of the great work 
of my life, and | sketched out a bigger version called 
Talk Show Confidential. 


Entertainer Bill Boggs 


Can you give us a preview? 

There will be stories about being on live television 
interviewing people, and only finding out as I started 
the interview that they couldn’t speak a word of 
English. Or how about the wrong guest? It’s the 
only theatrical production to take the audience 
into the world of being a talk show host. You’re 
going to see some pretty interesting clips of Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Jerry Springer, Matt Lauer, Martha 
Stewart, Whoopi Goldberg, Sarah Ferguson, Joy 
Behar and Itzhak Perlman from the various shows 
that I’ve done. 


You wrote the self-help book Got What It Takes? 
Successful People Reveal How They Made It to the 
Top. What’s your advice on how to get to the top? 

I think it’s about having a will to prevail 
by believing in yourself and your talent. That 
faith in yourself will get you through good 
times and bad times. | think to be successful 
you have to follow the path of your passion— 
that’s really important. I think you have to always 
be aware of having a good reputation, and the

What do you think it is that makes doo-wop such a 
timeless musical genre? 

It’s the people that grew up with it from their 
teens up to even now. It’s a special type of music— 
oldies and rock ’n’ roll. That was a time that music 


was really music. There were melodies. There were 
lyrics, and they stuck in people’s minds. There’s 
nothing as good as your memories of your youth. 


Out of all your songs, are there a few that 
stand out no matter how many times you’ve 
performed them? 

Oh yes, of course. “I Wonder Why,” that was our 
first one; and I think “That’s My Desire;” and then 
“Where or When,” which I pushed. I kept insisting, 
“You guys have got to put this out, it’s really great!” 
They eventually did, and it happened to be a gold 
record for us. It’s timing. Everything is timing, 
and the right place. It’s said that everybody gets 
15 minutes of fame. At that point there was nothing 
we could do wrong. All we did was go into the studio, 
enjoy ourselves, sing the songs, record them and 
that was it.

What are some of the highlights of your career? 

At 18 years old, life is very vivid. Everything is 
great. And one of the great parts about it was meeting 
and becoming brothers and sisters on the road. Our 
first road show was in 1958, and on that show was 
Frankie Avalon, Bobby Darin, Jimmy Clanton, and 
The Elegants. We became brothers and sisters. | 
was very close to Bobby Darin. He and I used to go 
eat together, laugh at jokes. That time was the most 
shining moment of my career. 


What was growing up in the Bronx like for you? 

It was mostly an Italian-Irish neighborhood. I grew 
up on Hughes Avenue, which was one block east 
of Belmont Avenue, where Freddie Milano lived. 
Summer nights, in those days, you couldn’t walk 
down the street without some group singing on.a 
street corner, or in a subway station, or inside an 
apartment building to get a great echo effect. We 
were no different. We’d go out there on a summer 
night, and everyone’s got their windows open, so 
we'd be singing and blasting, and this woman, she 
couldn't take it anymore. It was about 10:30 at 
night. She took a bottle of water and threw it 
out the window! I mean, we had already taken 
showers, but this was our second one. It was 
great times! 


Original Belmonts members Fred Milano and 
Carlo Mastrangelo have both passed away. Is there 
anything you'd like to say about them? 

Well, you know there’s a saying about being tied 
to your mother’s apron strings: that no matter where 
you go, no matter who passes away, those strings 
are still there. It was heart wrenching for me when 
Freddie died. It was like a piece of my heart went, 
and then recently Carlo passed, and suddenly all the 
love I had for them became even better, stronger. | 
just thank God that I can honor them. The best thing 
in my life is entertaining people—just to stand on 
that stage, and see them laugh, and see them clap, 
and be happy for an-hour. That’s the most important 
thing in life. 


You'll be at Suffolk Theater performing with The 
Belmonts and Larry Chance and The Earls on 
August 20. What are you most looking forward to? 

I think Larry goes on first, which is a great act! 
Larry is one of the best in the business. He’ll do his 
act, and then we’ll follow him right after that. We’ve 
got a concert that runs around an hour and fifteen 
minutes, which explores our biography in music. 
We start from the beginning. Each one of us tells 
the story of how we got together, what happened 
in-between and all the hits. It’s very entertaining | 
think.

about humans is we forget things. For an example, 
what happened in Orlando—the big thing is we 
were all upset, and now a month later nobody’s 
talking about it, and I ask, why? People were killed 
there! It doesn’t matter if you’re gay or straight. People 
were having fun at a disco, and one psychopath 
comes along and kills them. It can happen to you. 
It can happen to me. It can happen even when we 
go to buy bread in a bakery. And then people 
forget about it, and are on to the next thing, and 
I say, no!

What do you believe is so important about art, and 
having access to art at a young age?

When 
I went home to see my nephew, he asked me if | 
wanted to see his video game, and then I saw the 
game where this guy decides which gun he wants 
to kill everybody with, and I told him no, that he 
cannot play: this in my house. You need to 
educate people. If you don't, it’s going to be a 


_ disaster. If you educate people with art the new 


generation will be amazing. 


What was the inspiration for your most recent 
album, La Casa Azul? 

I was living in Mexico, and one day I went to see 
La Casa Azul, the house of Frida Kahlo. I love Frida 
Kahlo, and I think she’s a big example of how you 
enjoy your life even if you have struggles. She said, 
“Feet, what do I need you for when I have wings to 
fly.” So I wrote this song about Frida, and how she 
grew up. The inspiration for this album was a tribute 
to Frida Kahlo and her house, the blue house in 
Mexico City. 


You'll be performing at the Southampton Arts 
Center on August 20. What are you most looking 
forward to? 

I’ve been to the Hamptons a couple of times. I 
have friends who have a house there, and | love 
it!

A Look Back:

t was the mid-19th century, and if the sickness 

didn’t kill you, the medicine did. In Sag Harbor a 
young doctor named Edgar Miles stepped off a boat 
from Connecticut and set up shop on the corner of 
Main Street. 

To the modern mind, bloodletting, purging and 
other violent treatments seem positively medieval. 
Yet to the medical community of the 1800s they 
were standard procedure. While other doctors 
were prescribing mercury and laudanum to feverish 
patients to “remove excess vitality,” Dr. Miles was 
taking a different approach. In doing so, he improved 
the quality of life for Sag Harbor’s residents. 

“He was not just a local doctor,” says Debbie 
Anderson, curator for the Sag Harbor Historical 
Society’s latest exhibit, “Dr. Edgar Miles: Herbalist 
Doctor.” “He was also a bit of a rebel of his time. He 
broke away from traditional treatments. He, with 
a few other young men, was part of the Eclectic 
practice. It emphasized plant-based medicinals, as 
well as exercise.” Eclectic Medicine drew upon the 
knowledge of Native American tribes, botany and 
Clinical trials to find cures sourced from the natural 
world. Unsurprisingly, Dr. Miles’s prescriptions 
worked better than the mainstream approaches. He 
quickly gained the confidence of Sag Harbor, from its 
widows to its whalers. 

At the Annie Cooper Boyd House in Sag Harbor, 
the Sag Harbor Historical Society is now exhibiting 
artifacts from the life and career of Dr. Edgar Miles

and his family. Included in the collection are bottles, 
medicinal powders and medical textbooks belonging 
to the doctor, as well as labels Dr. Miles created 
for his Main Street Herbal Depot. The labels, some 
of which are handwritten and still bound in twine, 
show the natural, gentle and even quaint side of 
Eclectic Medicine. Prescriptions ranged from honey 
to cinnamon to cayenne pepper. 

Among the display cases of medical paraphernalia 
you'll find some of Dr. Miles’s personal affects—his 
coat, his top hat, as well as some unconventional 
forms of payment he received. The exhibit offers 
visitors a look inside the beautiful and gruesome, 
the progressive and traditional, the sweet. and the 
downright macabre details of life in Sag Harbor 
throughout the 19th century. 

The impetuous for such an exhibit came when 
Debbie Anderson began exploring the attic of 
Anita Anderson, her mother-in-law. “She is the 
granddaughter of Dr. Miles. When she died, there 
was an attic full of antiques—chests, letters, all sorts 
of things. We came across Dr. Miles’s equipment, his 
books, his recipes, and | thought, wouldn’t this be a 
nice snapshot of what life was like in Sag Harbor?” 

The exhibit has since attracted students, 
historians, holistic medicine enthusiasts and lovers 
of all things strange. “Everyone is fascinated with 
medicine,” says Debbie Anderson. “Even people who 
aren’t interested in history... The exhibit is not just 
a description of an event or a building. It’s medicine 
in the 1800s and it’s the story of a family. The exhibit 
is a microcosm.”

“We are very fortunate to have people on the Board 
with these great connections,” says Jean Held, who 
assisted Debbie Anderson in the curating process, 
and is currently acting as a docent for the Sag Harbor 
Historical Society. “We all have a different story to 
tell. We all look at things differently.” 

“Dr. Edgar Miles: Herbalist Doctor” adds a new 
angle with which we can examine the history of Sag 
Harbor, and will surely interest anyone who walks 
through the door. Visitors are welcome to view 
the artifacts of Dr. Miles’s life on Saturdays and 
Sundays from.1 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. at the Annie Cooper 
Boyd House, 174 Main Street, Sag Harbor. They will 
be on display through Sunday, September 4. Visit

"Bye to Bamboo and Poison Ivy on the East End

he fall season is quickly approaching and, as the 

a temperatures cool, many East Enders will be out 

and about on their properties or at parks enjoying the 

foliage and crisp air. Lest your adventures become 

riddled with rashes and unfortunate encounters with 

invasive species, we've got all you need to know 

- about bamboo and poison ivy—and why it’s essential 
to have these plants eradicated by professionals. 

Poison ivy, that scourge of many a childhood romp 
through the woods, has clusters of three pointed 
leaves (“leaves of three, beware of me”) that change 
color with the seasons: red in the spring, green in the 
summer and yellow, orange or red in the fall. 

“Poison ivy is a ubiquitous plant that is growing 
much larger because of climate change. Leaves used 
to be the size of a dollar, now they can be 14 inches. 
The risk of exposure has increased,” explains Steve 
Greenspan, Poison Ivy Allergist and Horticulturist at 
Poison Ivy Removal Service. 

The tenacious plant is not easily removed. “Poison 
ivy removal has to be done manually by digging out 
the roots of the vines. They can’t be pulled out,” 
says Greenspan. 

But what about definitively identifying poison ivy? 
Poison Ivy Removal Service offers and app that will 
help you identify whether that suspicious-looking 
plant is harmless or harmful. “More people now than 
ever before have less of an ability to identify the 
plant properly, and we have an interactive phone 


are not interactive, but rather are 
based on a bank of images, thus 
leaving identification up to the 
user. Greenspan explains it’s the 
equivalent of attempting to identify 
someone in a police line-up: not very 
easy. “With the app, people can send 
pictures, and the app will tell them 
yes or no in regard to whether the 
plant they see is poison ivy or not.” 

If you’ve come into contact with 
poison ivy, Greenspan recommends 
washing the area immediately. “You 
have a window of 10 minutes to wash 
the exposed areas. Anything that has 
come into contact is contaminated, 
and the best thing to use is a strong Recognise this? 
detergent soap with cold water.” 

Though bamboo doesn’t cause a rash, it’s another 
rapidly growing, invasive plant that’s damaging to 
the local ecosystem. It’s not easily removed, but if 
dug out properly, it’s possible to prevent bamboo 
from re-growing. “People think that it’s another plant 
that can easily be gotten rid of for a few dollars 
and fail to’ recognize that it’s a large extraction 
process,” says Greenspan. “When people have 
bamboo growing they fail to take into account that 
removal may require ripping up the hardscape, or 
the deck, to gain access to the bamboo rhizomes. It’s 
just like no one wanting to pay for a root canal, but 
eventually it’s the necessary evil, and the longer you 
wait the more extensive the removal becomes.” 


Greenspan also says that property 
owners who try to remove it 
themselves can make the eradication 
process more difficult. “They break 
up the plant into pieces, creating 
broken shards that are capable of 
spawning a new plant.” Bamboo 
canes can grow up to 36 inches 
in a single day, which can make a 
relatively small problem become a 
large one in no time at all. “We have 
rhizomes that extend 60 to 70 feet in 
one continuous piece.” 

Both bamboo and poison ivy 
| zneed to be correctly disposed of, 
but many facilities will not accept 

bamboo debris. The best thing to 
do is to call a professional who has 
experience dealing with the plants in question. “Most 
people think they can kick or cut the newly displayed 
bamboo cane down, thinking that will prevent it 
from growing, but they’re actually exasperating the 
growth and pushing it toward faster growth. All 
the rhizomes have to be painstakingly removed,” 
says Greenspan. “We’ve been in the business for 
45 years. Our procedures are chemical-free. We 
are fully licensed and insured, and all our work is 
guaranteed to prevent future growth.”
